ity Charter—Important Movement in 

Ceommen Council. 

We learn that'a Special Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, at s series of informal 
meetings, have resolved upon applying to the 
Legislature for the passage of a New City 
Charter. The details of the bill differ in ma- 
terial respects from the amendment proposed 
in the Assembly on the Sth of January, by Mr. 
Srurvssanr. The Aldermen, eo far as we tn- 
derstand the matter, have acted without con- 
sultation withthe Board of Councilmen. It is 
proposed (as in Mr. Srvyvasawt’s bill,) that the 
Board of Councilmen be abolished, to give 
place to the old Board of Assistant Aldermen ; 
—that it shall be the duty of the Mayor, on the 
first. Monday of January, 1856, and thereafter 
immediately after being sworn inte office, to 
nominate to the Board of Aldermen for con- 
firmation, an Executive Council, consisting 
of a Comptroller, Corporation Counsel, Chief 
of Police, an Engineer (not President) of the 
Croton Aqueduct, .a City Inspéctor, and a 
Commissioner of Repairs and Supplies, to 
assist him in the discharge of the Executive 
duties of the City ;—that if these nominations 
be rejected, the Mayor shall, within five days 
thereafter, nominate other and different per- 
sons for said Executive Council;—that it 
shall be the duty of the Mayor » in addition to 
the more Grdinary dutice of his. .office,. tq 
exercise a constant supervision and contro! 
over the conduct and ‘acts of all subordinate 
officers ; that all persons requiring any fran- 
chise or grant, shall be required to purchase, 
at a fair appraised valuation, all the property 
actually necessary for the purposes of such 
grant or franchise ;—and that the act shall go 
into’ effect on ‘the ‘first day'of July, 18565, 
without a previous vote of the citizens.

A woman who for a long time imposed up- 
on various ‘individuals by an appearance of 
extreme. poverty, in.a genial fit of intoxica- 
tion revealed to one of them other well-fur- 
nished rooms, anda supply of provisions for 
the Winter. & family of respectable appear- 
ance supported themselves for a long time, 
and perhaps do so still, by collecting for the 
family of a deceased sailor. 

Accident has revealed the existence of the 
able-bodied husbands ofa “poor widow with 
five small children,” who had kept up the im- 
position for years. 

A friend of ours helped once to support a 
mother with ‘her children, who kept up a 
show of most ardent piety in the midst of her 
sorrows, where the end revealed a system of 
hypocrisy, deceit and vice, maintained through 
a course of years. 

A gitl was recently offered employment 
and good compensation, when the father de- 
clined, frankly. saying he could: make more 
money from “ Societies.” - His five children 
each applied to « different Society, and he 
thade from five to ten dollars a week by it:! 

A man sent his children round begging, 
and refused employment at a dollar a day 
when offered him, saying if he could not get 
twelve shillings, he would not work at all. 

A family exhausted the benevolence of a 
whole neighborhood for themselves and a sick 
man, “hopelessly bedridden.” A visitor soon 
afterwards found him removed to another 
family, in another location, making new drafts 
on the charitable. 

Men ate out with very honest-leoking sub- 
scription-books for some of the Industrial 
Schools now 86 much in public favor, and, as 
all must admit, so useful. These Schools are 
supported among the ladies by private solici- 
tation, and, so far as we can learn, no one 
has in any case been employed to collect for 
any of them. 

These are but a few of scores of instances 
which might be named, and some of them had 
defied close scrutiny. We mention them as 
a caution to all to know before they give. 

With our associations for the relief of the 
poor and their numerous visitors, and. with 
our City Missionaries carefully ferreting out 
all cases of deatitution, we need seldom give 
on merely the. words of the applicants. We 
would not refuse breed to the hungry, and 
rent we might pay directly to the landlords ; 
but it is usually unsafe to give money, unless 
we are very sure of its destination. One 
suggests to us that a black book kept by some 
of our societies might help much in detecting 
many of the most flagrant cases of imposture. 
There is really danger that those who receive 
willlose what remains to them of self-respect, 
and learn that it is easier to live on charity than 
to work,—a lesson more readily learned than

chatitablé—be ‘sure you know to whom 
you givé, especially when your gift is money. 
Do it for the sake of the deserving, and that 
no harm may grow out of your gift.
